Technical Higher Secondary School of the Delhi Polytechnic, 
must submit a certificate of age in the form prescribed under 
Note 3 below pain 4(i), from the principal of the School 
concerned.

NOTP 3. — Displaced persons, who have lost their original 
Matriculation Certificate in Pakistan, should obtain duplicate 
certificate from the University concerned and submit an 
attested copy thereof.
